Mr. Albert was educated first in 
the public schools and at a private 
academy in Newville. 
Early in life 
he began teaching in the public 
schools, which lie continued for a 
parrod of fourteen years 
He next entered the State Normal 
hchooi at Millersville, from which he 
was graduated in 1872, 
He was im ­ 
m ediately elected professor of m ath ­ 
em atics in th at institution occupy­ 
ing that post until 1883 
He then taught for a number of 
years in the Indiana State Normal 
school and in the public school! of 
Adams county 
Iii 1800 he returned 
to Iii* form er position at Millers­ 
ville, continuing 
there until 
1905 
when 
he retired 
to his 
Latimore 
township home, w’here he became 
interested in his farm and orchard 
Married Schoolmate 
Professor Albert 
was m arried in 
1876 to Miss 
H annah M Ma tiger, 
who he* met at Millersville, and who 
was graduated there *w© years after 
himself. Their married life was of 
ahort duration.

Paragould. Arkansas < A l’ t.—Here 
is a story of out* farmer wh<. beat the 
drought in Arkansas. 


John Owyn, a farmer near here. has 
a family of nine, hut his crops have 
lx‘en lair and he is “living at home" 
while his neighbors s#*ek help from the 
Kid Cm»s. 
The fiwyn farm usually is planted 
to 32 acres in cont, 34 acre* of cotton, 
five acres of hay, one and a quarter 
acres of potatoes, a large vegetable 


garden, a home orchard consisting of 
apples, peaches, pears, plums, grapes, 
blackberries and other small fruits. 


Usually there is both liay and corn 
to sell, but this year there is an abun­ 
dance of feed for the livestock until 
the next crop is gathered,
